Continuing, the .ipcaUor said that 
tho rticn and women of Russia, Oor- 
many and Ilnly aro really Ucmociatio 
at lieart and II Is only because tho men 
now at tho head of Iheso counlrlc.i 
aro more efficient than olhora that they 
are In power. 

RiissianB Oblivious 
. Tho Rtissinn people bollovo'llial they 
aro boiler off than tho people ot the 
West. Tho reason for this i.s that no 
photos, films, books, etc. nro allowc.l 
Into Russia without tho permission of 
the Commiinlstio government. Also 
Russians cannot lenvo tho Soviet with- 
out special permission. Tho only 
movies allowed Into tho country arc 
those which depict the life ot tho work- 
ers in tho West a.s a great deal worse 
than' they really aro. No public meet- 
ings aro allowed and anyone who 
threatens tho power of . the Colnmun- 
Isllc party Is put before a firing squad. 
In theory, Russia In a dictatorship of 
tho proletariat, but in practice it is a 
dictatorship of the few. 

Not far from tho border of the 
Soviet there is another totalitarian 
state ■ which has mado even more 
icffiblent uso ot tho new art of influ- 
encing tho masses — propaganda. In 
Germany tho Nazi ministers have 
stamped slogans and . Ideas into the 
minds, ot the masses just àa advor 
tlsens try to stamp tho name' of their 
commodity in people's minds. 
Gerany Not Different 

On the surface all Is serene In Ger- 
many. Every youth must spend six 
months in a labour ctimp, ostcnttously 
to work for. the government, but really 
to get an Idea of military tactics. Ma.ns 
meetings are held at which the differ 
ent corps parado and a .speaker extols

Develops Flyers

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Our Present 
Educational Systems: 
An Artificial Force 

W/HILE the last two 5'eai's have seen^a 
" decided awakcninp on the p.'wt of tfie 
authorities towards education and the role 
and purposes of education, and while this 
renaissance has been piven practical ex- 
pression in such so-called "novel" experi- 
ments as the Argj'le Junior High," it is 
nevertheless true that one of the oldest 
and strongest charges that has ever been 
laid generally at the door of education still 
i-emains functionally unch^iged. What has 
been attempted, whether in schools or 
col'eges, lias been to alter not the results 
of education so much as its form. That is 
to say, no fundajnental impetus will ever 
be piven education in Quebec until two 
major factors are recognized and some- 
thing done about them: (1) there is no 
compulsory education as in many other 
parts of Canada — and (2) this point 
j'efers with especial emphasis to most of 
the universities — there is far too little, 
and in some cases, no opportunity for a 
natural or even a cultivated self-expression 
on the part of students. This is the most 
backward influence in education today. It 
accounts for most of the sterility and all 
of the decadence of education. Xothing

You will Ihercfoio chnrilaWy attribute any seeming' lrivs\iIiu-itlos 
In our argument to a llnsrerlnfi- trace or two of fever, and not to any lack 
of comprehension of tho subject under discuRsIon. If that's an undcrsland- 
ing (no pun intended), hero goes. 

I'^lrsl oC ail, \vo agree entirely with >Ir. riastoit'a assertions regnixltUB 
« on'.rol of .sports In Cunnd.i and also with the m-nural . idea of hla plan to 
l'ocogiiiïe thih control. In fact, we would go even farther— but not from 
the biiino angle. "In Canada toduy," .Mr. Maxton dcclareil In the House, 
"tho control of amatcni' sports hae been appropriated by grot'PM asso» 
t'lations, self-constituted in their authority, owing alleRlanco to no one, 
who within the confines of their sports arc virtual dictators, even as vo 
the locality in which these .sports may he carried on". 

True, Mr. I'laxtoii. but such a state of affairs caniiol Ih' icincHllcii bj 
creating a federal Ministry of tiports, nor yet by scltlntf ui< an athletics 
doparlnicul under the Ministry of National Health. Athletics aru noihlDK 
but organized play and iisychologlbts tell us that play is an Important 
drive or urge common to all from an early ago— it Is more or less an 
attitude of mind. It wo remember this we are not likely to scoU far 
.TfieU; lor an agency to exercise control over this urge. Tho schools arc 
right a't hand, and If they cannot give- a- lead in this matter, nothing 
olsc can. riay and athletics, Mr. I'lexlon should roaUie have not been 
orgaitizcd for the sake of health alone; they fulfil important montai aud 
moral, as well as biological, functions. 

So let's gel right down to the bottom of the matter. Mr. I'iaxton, 
and work for a means of organizing athletics for all school-ago boys and 
girls under the body which can— or should— provide tho necessary faciiltlea 
namely the school. It the school hasn't the equipment, let's see that K 
{,'els It, or else that it be responsible for the recreation of Its charges In 
other in.stitutions. 

ThT^mo goes for those of post-school age. The modern trend is 
all to civic-directcd recreation. The success, in the control of competitive 
athletics, of municipal commissions ta unquestioned, and refutes tho^pro- 
'.cs.s of all ïrcits writers who live on ratsmorle» and raise the cry of 
" politics " at each progressive move In this new field. Tho work of the ■ 
Montreal Boxing Commission in professional sport, for instance, has rare- 
ly called forth the epithets of "unfair" and '"incapable"' which greet every 
move of our present system of voluntary and Individualistic "organlad" 
amateur sports bodies. 

So there you are, Mr. Plaxton.. .We could go on for pages about tWi, 
but we trust you get the drift. Anyway, let's start working from the 
bottom up, not from the top down. Then, perhaps, well be able to cUni- 
inate ""amateurish snobbery" and class barriers In sports.

For Life Hereafter 

Rev. W. D. Kcifl A(lilrci$8C(l 
I.V.C.F. Last Saturday 

"Rcnsona for Belief in ii l'"uUiic 
Life" was the sulijcct of Ttcv, W. U, 
Rcid, .M,A., D,D„ In an Informal 
address lo the Inter- Varsity Christian 
Fellowship^ on Saturday. After, dealing 
with the materialistic. and agnostic al- 
titudes. Dr. Rold followed three lines 
of evidence— Science. Logic and the 
HcripUircs— In proving liia conlcnlidn. 

"Science", said Dr. r.ei'i, "gives no 
proof but Infers a future life." Among 
other cx-amples, he pointed to the seed- 
ling which apparently dies before it 
producer the plant. He mentioned ths 
fact that although tho human body 
changes completely every seven years, 
ihe ego, or personality, persists for 
many decades, 

"Hcason demands a future exist- 
ence", claimed the speaker. There has 
always b3en a natural and universal 
de.sire for life after death as .shown by 
the results of archaeology. This life is 
Incomplete and calls for a final Justice 
and completion. 

The Scriptures cannot be Ignored In 
I heir ."ilatenicnts concerning tho future. 
The spcajser staled that Christ alone, 
unlike all the great philosophers and 
Icachers. claimed Divinity. 'J'he sttite- 
ments of Christ hnvo never been proved 
false, although severely tested.
